GERMAN NAVY LEAGUES 
AGITATION. - 


ITS RELATLON TO PARTY POLLFICY. 

A Borlin message dated May 12th said :— 

Extrema interest’ ia manifested in the 
gonvral musing of tha Gorman Nuvy Loagua 
which is being teld in Cologne to-day, and. in 
whigh ft isto bs Qveiled whethor or nol vr 
Ticagns shat ea in party politics, This 
uraicad, parlly by the action 
Synentive Commiltes dariog the yecent 
elections, but vhietly owisz to tho offset 
produced on the Homan Catholism -mbova of the 
League by the prblication o€ tho correspond ese + 
of tho leading spirits of the Teagayia suanee- 
tion with tharecont elvetioncaring campaign, aad 
by the manner fn which Major-Gauoral Kuim 
has sinos defended tha polioy of the Loagua in 
opposing clerioal candidates, ‘The Bavarian 
suction of the Losgre tas passed a revolution 
requiring that im futare the Navy Loagua shall 
mainatain o sirictly impartial attitude towards 
qolitical contests, and this rezatation has 
furthermore byes adep'ed by the branches of 
the Leagne embracing (hy Kingdom of Saxony, 
the Grand Doely of Haden, Alsace-Lorrains 
and the provinces of Silosinand Brandonbarg. 
Should, Uherefore, tho genoral meeting vot 
disavow Major-Goneral Kaim's policy of using 
the power of tho Navy League to promote tho 
adyantago of one or mora to the detriment uf 
the other political parties a most sorious split 
will unene. i 

Major.Goneral Kein himsslf anuounoat ina 
speach delivarad at Essen that ha iatands fully 
tu uphold tha attitude he hos assumed. He 
declared apenly that he would actin any frtuce 
election contes! eractly ng he had done in the 
recent electiona, The Navy Loans, he sad 
niust.do its duty as a natioun! association, snd 
a national association must prossente a national 
polisy. The Reichstag, he conthiued, was 
dissolved because tho Socialists, Poles, Cruel phs, 
and the Canta would not vote what was neces. 
sary for the maintenance of the national hononr, 
and il ig # matter of course that national nxaocia- 
tions must uso all the power ut theie disposal 
to. preyeut the people on whose account the 
heing 
elected, Teroproached the Government for not 
rightly reading the son] of the German people, 
who, ha maintained. long ago perevived: that 
important decixions in world-politics are in pro- 
paration, that these will ba arrived. at only by 
means of blood and iron,. and that therefore 
Gormany must be thoroughly armed. jre 
hitasolf is firmly convinced that if the Govern- 
woontbad bad the courage to introduce a biy 
Navy Bill, directly » after the “Dolcassé 
revelatians were madd, aud hud appealed te the 
country on tho refusal by the Reichetay to 
sccept it, the Garman people wonld have 
elected 9 nationnt Reichstag stronger even than 
that which resulted from the dissolution of 
December 13, 

{tis reported that the presiding body of the 
Navy Leaguo discussed the situation in a secret 


vonolave, which lasted from nine o’olock in tho|’ 


moruing till balf-past seven in the evening, 
The result of thik conference is not yet po- 
blishad, but it appeara that asplit will baacoided 
by the aeceptance of a realution embodying 
the wishes of bath’ parties. 

Ato public banquet held. tho chairman, 
Herr Deichmann, president of tho Rhenish 
section of the League, after welvoming the 
mem)ars from all parts of Germany said: 
“Our dear cousins on the Thamos have alwiys 
grudgad ns place ‘in tha sun, and in racent 


times those cousinly feolings have undergone no | 


change, This should exkort og to.onlarge tho 
German Fleet, regardless of British onary. 
Every. new battleship is bulwark for the 
assurance of peaco.. In replying to this greeting 
Prince su Salm-Horstmar. president of tho 
Navy League, said: 


“The Fiest is being built far too slowly, and it, 


is tha ardent wish of tha whole Navy Laan to 
present ihe Emperor with a syuadron of 
eighteen thousind-ton battleships as soon ag 
possiblo. Ta face of the threatauing dangers 
which the comedy of The Hague | 'onferance 
cannot dispel Grarmauy’s naval armament is 
more necessary than ever.” Professor Erckert 
representing (Cologne Commercisl University 
based hia remarks on the dictum of Frederick I. 
that “ Power is more important than wealth.” 
“Tt will,” he stated, “' be decided on sea whether 
Germany can or cannot maintain bor power.” 

The German Emperor has commanded 
General Field-Marahal von Wahake to represent 
him at the general meotini of the Navy Leag us, 
aud it in anticipated that either the Crowu 
Prince or Prince Kitel Friedrich will be presant 
in person at the proceadings.

(a) In the case of the Mukden and Shin-ming- 
ting brauch—oast of the Liao’ River—~—not 
within eigateen years, and in the case of the 
Kirin end Chasg-chun branch not within 
twenty-five years, shall the Chinese Government 
borrow from any other source than the, Sonth 
Manchurian Railway Company. 

(b) As regards the Makden and Suin-ming- 
ting section east of the Lieo River the money to 
be lent by the South Manchurina Railway com- 
pany is to bs secured upon tho eatire property 
and also the carnings of that section. As to the 
Kirin and Chang-chun sovtion the cost of the 
survey and also the monsy advuncud hy 
the South Manchurian Railway Company 
aro to ha secured upon the property 
and also the earnings of the said railway. 
The Chinese Gorarnment shall have no claim 
apon the property or earnings of the 
railways in question: until the loans specifled 
shall have been.repaid. : 

Other stipulations are to the effect that there 
shall be 2 Japanese engineer-in chief, and, if 
necessary, & Japanesa manager, and likewise 
that ful! responsibility in the matter of the 
accounts ahall be given too J apaesse accoun tant 
of experionca, Troops. in war time and 
provisions in famine timo ere to b> transported 
tree of charge. In all essentia's the bargain 
made betwoen the English financiers of the 
Shau-bai-kwan Railway and the: Chinese hare |. 
bean taken as a mofel. ‘Che raven ue collected 
at tha stations is to la paid direct into the Bank 
of Japan without deductions. 

An important feature of the agreement is 
that the oparations connected with the recon- 
straction of the lines shall be begun within six 
months from the date of: the agreemont, and 
that there shall be uoreatricted communication 
and consultstion between the Chineso Railway 
Bureau and (he South Manchurian Railway 
Company in these matters whenever requisite.
